Professors Preaching Atheism 
Should Be Driven From The 


x 
Universities Says Hengell 


In a sermon preached last Sunday at St. Paul's Catholic 


Chapel at the university, Rev. H. C. Hengell attacked the "few 
instructors and students in our university as in all other uni- 
versities who talk with conde- 
scending pity of what they call 
ignorant and uneducated people 
who believe in a personal God." 


Rev. Hengell said that men 


•who preach atheism should be 
Jriven from universities. 


"University men who preach 


atheism'in any of its forms are 
making the -most vicious of all 
attacks 
upon 
society," 
said 


Father Hengell. 
He said in 


part: ' 


"There are a few instructors 


and students in our university, 
as in all other universities, who 
talk with condescending pity of 
what they call ignorant and un- 
educated people who believe in 
i personal God. They are fond 
of saying that they believe, in 
some higher power, some force 
that rules the universe, but that they certainly do not believe 
in a personal God. They are like parrots in that they repeat 
without thought a lot of atheistic and agnostic phrases. They 
have an air about them as if they had practically a monopoly 
on all the science and wisdom in the world. Few in number 
compared to -the rest of men, they would almost make one think 
that the tail really wags the dog. Filled with foolish self-con- 
ceit, they deserve ridicule, but their influence, is'of ten so.per* 
nicious to the faith and morals of mentally immature persons 
that it is advisable to deal seriously "with atheism for a little 
while. 
i 


"What is an atheist? An atheist 


is not one who denies the existence 
of an ultimate reality, a first cause 
of all things, for there are 
none 


such, but he is one who denies the 
existence of a personal God-, 
by 


.which, we mean .not a God who-is 
human person, but a God who is 
distinct from the created" universe, 
a God who is intelligent and free, 
to whom men are responsible for 
their actions. 


"There are three chief types of 


atheists,—materialises, 
pantheists, 


and agnostics. 


"Materialistic atheism proclaims 


that matter* is all, aijd all is matter. 
It does not explain the origin of 
motion, life, seTTsatipn, reason. 
It 


assumes tr^ absurdity that 
mere 


lifeless forces, under no intelligent 
direction, could have produced, in 
man, 
works of the highest intelli- 


gece. 


"Pantheistic 
atheists, 
for 
the 


most part, assert that mind ig all, 
and all is mind, that nothing exists 
but spirit, God, the absolute, that 
everything in the universe, includ- 
ing man, has no real existence, but 
is merely the expression or mani- 
festation sf mind or spirit, the ab- 
solute. • Pantheistic atheism makes 
truth and falsehood, virtue and vice 
one and the same thing. It makes 
the infinite finite and the finite in- 
finite. 
It negatives the 
common 


sense of mankind, by which every 
or.e believes himself to behimself 
and not the absolute. It denies per- 
sonal self-determination or 
free 


will. It makes1 reward and punish-

TOCK speculation in the shares of 


the 
Mammoth 
Oil Company, 
to 


which Secretary of the Interior Fall se- 
cretly leased the Teapot Dome naval oil 
reserve has already renewed the demand 
for an investigation of this questionable 
transaction. 
Senator La Follette and 


Senator Kendrick of Wyoming have 
urged the senate to conduct an inquiry, 
but the resolution introduced by the for- 
mer has been pigeonholed by Senator 
Smoot, chairman of the Committee on 
Public Lands. 


The Washington (D. C.) News, in an 


editorial, gives some of the details by 
which the speculators who got control 
of the stock of the Mammoth Company 
are capitalizing the public wealth for 
their private gain. The News says: 


Remember Teapot Dome, about which this 


newspaper had considerable to say some months 
ago ? l.esscd by Secretary of the Interior Fall 
to ihe Sinclair Oil Co., thus giving up to pri- 
vate intarests of probably the greatest reserve 
s'.ir.ily of fuel for the navy, caused an inquiry 
to bVstartud in the Senate by La Follette and 
Ki-ndrick. Tho inquiry was sidetracked at that 
tune, but the beneficiaries seem bound to bring 
ii down 0:1 themselves in due time. 


Teapot Dome has now passed into the con- 


trol of the Mammoth Oil Co., a subsidiary of 
the Sine-lair people, who are in turn subsidiaries 
of the Standard. And today, in 300 daily news- 
papers of the country, appear great advertise- 
nu-nta announcing that the company has leased 
C'V.M acres known as "Naval Petroleum Reserve 
No. o in Wyoming." 


The announcement states thst wells flowing

Senator Kendrick charged that Secre- 


tary Fall executed a lease to the Mam- 
moth Company in "a secret, non-com- 
petitive way," and declared that the gov- 
ernment had lost between $15,000,000 
and $20,000.000 by reason of the low rate 
of royalties stipulated in the contract. 
Set-rotary Fall authorized a 'Statement to 
be published in the Boston Transcript by 
way of rejoinder to Senator Kendrick 
Th<! reply that Secretary Fall made to 
Senator Kendrick's charge of secrecy in 
the execution of the lease was this: 


"Nurm-rous interviews with the lead-

RATERNAL societies have many thing* in 


common. Their main purpose ii to de- 
velop the social side of man, to make 


him better disposed and more humane toward 
his fellows. 
To carry out that purpose, these 


societies have codes of ethics that set forth 
rules of conduct for their members, the .prac- 
tice of -which infallibly tends to make them bet- 
ter citizens, better neighbors, better men. 


The fact must be noted and regretted that 


not always do the members of a fraternal so- 
ciety feel very friendly toward each other, nor, 
to bo sure, do they all, at any time, feel very 
friendly toward the members of other societies. 
But at least the leaders of these societies have 
such friendly feelings, or they profess to have 
them; and if they do not have them, nor make 
it appear to have them, they are men enough 
to conceal the fact. 
Certainly they do not 


openly and brazenly go about trying to create 
ill-will and discord among the good people of 
our country. 


What, then, shall we think or say of a pro- 


fessedly fraternal society whose "organizers" 
travel about the land "launching attacks," (as 
a headline in the Milwaukee Sentinel reads) on 
vast groups of Americans for no reason savo 
that they happen to bear some old. group- 
name? 
How can we tolerate the formation or 


existence in our midst of a society whose lead- 
ers and organisers are so un-American as to 
attack law-abiding Americans who but yester- 
day -have given of their means and of their 
blood to protect the honor o/ their country? 
But yesterday they left the firesides and their 
loved ones and lived in a dugout, braving the 
heaven-ascending fires that swept, the cyclonic 
winds that blew, over the continent of Europe, 
in order to save the stately tree of our civil- 
ization. 
When they were examined for ser- 


vice over-seas, though they were then a-s now 
called by some old group name, that name did 
not matter. When their lives were needed, no 
one cared or asked what their group-name was. 
Why, then, should it make any difference now? 
Then they tried ta unite theni. Why, then, do 
they now attempt to divide them? 


Are these men and their kindred not good 


enough to belong to your sect or class? Then 
exclude them from your ranks," if .y-ou choose. 
That is your American privilege. Keep them 
out of your narrow circle, if that be your mad 
purpose. But be slow to attack them. Their 
blood is as good, as rich, as warm as that -which 
runs in your veins. Their hearts are as true 
and as loyal as yours. 
This country is theirs 


as well as yours, and your attacks, un-Ameri- 
can as they are, must not pass unnoticed or 
unchallenged. 


When one belongs to a fraternal society that 


is at all worth-while, that has any kind of.an 
excuse' at all for being, one is not ashamed to 
admit it. When a man belongs to a good soci- 
ety, or a society that does good, he is glad 
and proud to make known the fact of his mem- 
bership. A society that is not ashamed of its 
members, and members that are not ashamed of 
their society, usually publish a list of all the 
names that belong to that society. It is only 


the society th*t has Uugftt no good lesson • 
and done no good deed, in the pa*t, that ha» no 
prospect of-teaching any. good' lesion or of 
doing »ny good deed in the future, that i» 
ashamed to make known or publish a list of its 
member* 
. 
,• 


Only the -.men who skulk and plot and plan 


in the dark^ whose scheme against th» peace 
and happines* of their fellowmen, are afraid 
or ashamed to make known ihe names of those 
who join their moth-eaten fold. 'Only those 
who would create division and strife amongst 
us, those who dare attempt to fray the strands 
of that strong American tie that binds the 
men'of every creed and race, are. ashamed ,to 
reveal 'the names of the men who join their 
outlawed band. Surely if there is anything at 
all good or decent or commendable about a 
society, it ought not fear to disclose the names 
of its members and the members ought not to 
fear to make known their society. 


Fraternal, do you say? 
Nothing of the sort, 


•There isn't anything fraternal about it. It is 
everything but that. I will not dignify it by 
mentioning its name. The good readers will 
identify the beast by its hideous, forbidding 
look, by its growl, by its ghastly garb,.by its 
sneaky step, by1 the cries of those who see 
and fear and repel its approach. Fraternal, 
do you say? 
Nothing of the sort. It is a 


wild, rank, poisonous weed that is about to 
take root in our fair American soil, and it 
behooves all' Americans, no matter what group- 
name they bore in days gone by, to' destroy 
it with all its seed. 


We have reached the dawn of a newer, fairer, 


brighter day. The narrow divisions and the 
petty rivalries of the past are with us no long- 
er. I dare say that the Americans of to-day 
who are called by various group-names have 
more things in common than had their ances- 
tors a hundred years ago who were called or 
known by 'a single group-name. 
I dare say 


that Murphy and Schmidt and Rosen have more 
things in common in America to-day, although 
they may go to different churches or belong to 
different societies, than had the Murphys or 
the Schmidts or the Rosens in'Europe a hun- 
dred years ago, where they each attended one 
church or belonged to one society. 
I dare say 


that the Protestants and the Catholics and' 
the Jews of America to-day have more -things 
in common than had the ancestors of these re- 
spective groups in Europe a hundred years, ago. 


The despots and tyrants, the bigots and flat- 


terers of the'old world, from'selfish love of 
gain or selfish love of power, rent the human, 
family asunder and spent th best blood of 
the race to feed their lust No despot or ty- 
rant, no bigot .or flatterer must be allowed in 
the new world, from selfish love of e,ase, or 
gajn, or power, to split and hurt the people of» 
our common country. In spite of'faded geo- 
graphical lines, meaningless old group-names, 
discarded racial prejudices and religious dog- 
mas, the .people of America have grown ..to 
know .each other, to have faith in ea'ch other, 
to live in amity, and no vulgar clan with a 
vulgar creed must hurt' the life and growth 
and faith of our breed of noble bloods, the 
sons and daughters of America's super-race.
